DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 15 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim or amend the claim to place the claim in proper dependent 
form. Claim 15 simply repeats limitations that have already been incorporated into claim 
1 (from which claim 15 depends) by the amendment of February 28, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murakami 
□8 6,082,911. 

Murakami discloses a method for printing a test pattern including a 
predetermined pattern element (figure 1) on a print paper in an ink jet recording method 
with a head (abstract), the method comprising the steps of: 

dividing the pattern element into a plurality of portions (as indicated at least by 
figures 1-5 each of the pattern elements making up the test page are divided into an 
upper portion 43 and a lower portion 44); and 
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causing each of different portions of the head to print a plurality of dots 
sequentially in a plurality of passes, said plurality of dots constituting a portion of the 
pattern element (as indicated at least by figures 6 and 7 during the left to right pass 48 
portions of the head print a first pattern and during the right to left pass 49 different 
portions of the head print a complementary pattern). 

Response to Arguments 

3. The applicant's arguments of February have been considered and are 
persuasive as to the allowability of claim 1 and 1 1 as amended. New claim 19 is seen 
as allowable for reasons similar to that of the amended claims. However new claim 18 is 
clearly anticipated by Murakami '91 1 as noted above. 

Conclusion 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
